come equa l a nd the sea breeze return.

The schem e was e volve d by Da nie l 
Russe ll of the New York Union of 
Te le gra phe rs. Mr., Russe ll submitte d 
his plan to President Goinpe rs of the 
Federation of Labor, and the la tte r 
thought so well of It that he a ske d Mr. 
Russe ll to present the m a tte r to the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ union a t its 
se ssion in Cincinnati and re que st the m 
to ta ke the first step towa rd ca rrying 
It Into effect. 
Ba sing his idea upon the fa ct tha t the 
re ce nt exposures of insura nce fra uds 
ha d shown that capital of the gre a t 
Insura nce companies is some time s fur­ 
nishe d to large concerns tha t e mploy 
workingme n to tide them ove r difficul­ 
tie s when there lia s been a strike , thus 
a iding the employers a ga inst unions; 
tha t there is little for the workingma n 
In one of the large insurance compa ­ 
nie s because 
they 
necessarily 
hold 
small policies and cannot get the bene­ 
fits that the large policy holde rs do; 
tha t from the workingmen comes, in 
the first 
instance, 
the 
money 
with 
which the large policy holders pay their 
huge premiums and that because o f, 
the se things it lias become necessary 
for labor to fortify itself against capi­ 
ta l. he evolved the plan of an insurance 
compa ny to be conducted by. the unions 
of a ll classes of labor. 
Ills Idea is that it is necessary for the 
unions to educate their members into 
the business gradually.

e a ch brant'll of labor must form a n in­ 
sura nce a d junct to its union.

the y ha ve all got to running nicely the

out the objects intended.

there shall be provided from the 
Income a fund for sick t»eneflts, one 
for de a th benefits, one for men out of 
work and, the chief one, to a ssist me n 
whe n on strike.

troubles. 
The second line of research will include 
hallucinations of a healthy mind. The 
abnorm al psychology, it is expected, 
will need the greater amount of funds, 
a s It is intended eventually to have a 
hospital where patients will be treated. 
There has never been any investiga­ 
tion of cases coming under tha t ca te­ 
gory iu the United Sta tes, Dr. llyslop 
said. 
It Is also the object of the institute 
to investigate the cases of the Mind In 
asylum s and to study certa in types of 
visual sensations and see what can he 
made of the machinery of hallucina­ 
tions. 
The loss of one sense, it is held, 
a ccentuates the others, and this will 
also be studied. 
The dea f and dumb 
will also be studied for auditor hallu­ 
cinations and the insane for various 
mental vagaries. 
The Institute intends to hold clinics 
in certain hospitals which have promis­ 
ed to allow them room to trea t these 
cases. 
Ultim ately a hospital will be 
erected for the institute’s own work. 
Several professional men are said to 
he back of the movement who a t pres­ 
ent desire their names to rem ain secret. 
Dr. llyslop in speaking of what a 
mental suggestion may do told of a re­ 
cent experience of his in the New York 
subway with an intoxicated man. The 
man. he said, was angry and unruly, 
but Dr. llyslop said he beckoned to 
him and sat beside him and by patting 
him and mental suggestion quieted him 
so tha t he left the train in good humor. 
This, he said, was merely suggestion 
and not hypnotism. 
Speaking about 
hypnotism, fir. llyslop said that the In­ 
stitute could definitely settle tbe ques­ 
tion whether a man under hypnotic In­ 
fluence could be made to perform a 
crim inal action or even to kill. lie said 
he doubted if a subject could be made 
to do such acts. He told of his own son, 
who, he said, vr’ on under hypnotic in­ 
fluence, hesitated to do anything a b­ 
surd or ridiculous.

was when Pompeii was buried.

next the suu shone into her streets 
George III. was king of England. 
S ix ­ 
teen years before the burial of the 
city an earthquake had done so much 
m ischief tha t the ruin 
was not yet 
quite restored, 
but 
Mount 
Vesuvius 
had been quiet ever since. 
The 24th 
of August was a terribly hot day. 
Most of the people were in the am ­ 
phitheater at a wild beast fighi when 
they saw a strange cloud rise from 
Vesuvius.

The trunk rose up high into the heav­ 
ens and then spread out In branches—

Under separate cov er I mail y ou 
literatu re for u se among ou r 
old 
friends and the many new members 
who hav e come to y ou r fellowship 
u nder y ou r ministry . 
As to personal ex perience of 
the 
shock, I may add that I nev er knew 
any thing like it. 
Ou r 
hou se— a 
frame one— creaked a ml 
sway ed: 
my cases of books were thrown across 
the stu dy ;the chimney went down; 
the dining room and kitchen were 
cov ered with soot, and it seemed as 
thou gh the stru ctu re wou ld collapse. 
Men and women ran into the streets 
from their beds. 
In half an hou r we 
saw that San Francisco was on fire, 
and for three day s and nights the 
smoke of its torment ascended to 
heav en— a pillar of clou d by day and 
a pillar of fire by night. 
I hav e seen 
it since— ten sq u are miles of dev asta­ 
tion; it beggars description. If the 
shock had come fiv e hou rs later tens 
of thou sands of people wou ld hav e 
perished. 
Pray for all these towns. 
We need the calming, sav ing peace 
of God.
